TOKIO, Dec. 15.—The recent speech of Representative Kahn 
of California in the House of Representatives in Washington, in 
which he declared that “if the statesmen, the publicists, the poli- 
ticians, the agitators and the demagogues of Japan” really wanted 
war with the United States they would be the offes to bring it on 
and not the Americans, is attracting much attention in Japan. 

The Osaka Mainichi Shimbun argues today that an extension of 
armaments, which Representative Kahn seems to think would pre- 
vent war, really would lead to a collision and that if the Americans 
desire Japan's friendship they should eliminate the sources of trou- 
ble. The newspaper considers America’s increased naval armaments 
dangerous and proposes that both the United States and Japan adopt 
former President Monroe's Canadian frontier policy. 

The Osaka Asahi Shimbun says that disarmament discussions 
are useless while the United States and Germany remain outside the 
League of Nations. Japan, the newspaper declares, constantly is

PRESIDENTS. . 


From t founding of the repubiie 
e of Lincoln our Presidents 
lived to an age which avéraged 75 years. 
Since the time of Buchanan that average 
has dropped to 61 years. Prior to Lincola 
our Presidents outlived their wives by four 
years, while since that time the wives have 
outlived the Presidents by more than nine 
years. 

Before Lincoln the average age at which 
a President assumed office was 51 years, 
while since that time the average has fallen 
In other words, in epite of the 
fact that the burdens of the highest office 
on earth are placed,@n @ur Presidents a 
year earlier in their dives than was the 
casé before the/Civil War, they have, since 
that war, going to their gravea’ four 
teen years eaftier thanothey did in the sim- 
pler era of our history. ‘This decrease in 
the Presidential tenure off life has gon 
along with a deeided gain in longevity b 
the people as a whole. - 


Actuaries regard the gain or loss of a 


year or even half a year gp» very important 
in any group, ‘What, then, of the loss of 
fourteen years in the life of the most im- 
portant group in the nation? 


Gradually, while his office grew, in weight 


and complexity, the Chief Executive has 
heen hedged about with more guardians, 
more routine, mere ceremony. His life, for 
his term of office, hag Ceased to be his own 
In a degree which few people realize, Pri- 
vacy and recreation, as most men know 
them, are atterly impossible for him. Se- 
cret service men are at bis side wherever 
he goes, and the crushing seriousness and 
constantly changing phases of his work 
never allow hig to really sever himself 
from &. In addition,.there has developed 
at Washington an tnwritten code of con- 
duct for the President in a hundred mat- 
ters of etiquette and procédure which has 
become almost as mtob @ part of ti office 
as the oath itself. a 


These purely secondary factors play an 


important part in the health of our Prest- 
dents because they rob them of those mo- 
ments, or hours, or days of entire relaxa- 
tion and complete cutting away from the 
task in hand which are sq wssential in 
breaking the strain for & man whose forces 
are driving along at top speed. 


The colossal primary tasks of the Prest- 


dent in shaping Gomestic and foreign pol- 
icy are obvioudly in themselves a terrific 
drain on a man's resources, but the public 
generally overlooks the obvious and only 
realizes when ft is too late that a President 
has virtually Killed himself at his work. 


Then, too, the White House, despite its 


architectural perfection, is a trying place 
for a man to live in. The public pays for 
its upkeep, and every man or woman with 
any connections who goes to Washington 
seems to feel privileged to nose into it and 
peep around a little or at least to take 
away the last vestiges of privacy for the 
place by trying to do.so: 


Furthermore, one wh every four of the 


men elected to the Presidency has been en- 
tirely childless. Add to this the fact that 
in the whole history of the White House/ 
there have been in it almost’ no weddings, 
births or courtships,’but many deaths, and 
the building takes on a stark aspect. for 
ali its grandeur. Viewed in that light it 
becomes a thing with an atmosphere al- 
most malignant, an ancient building alive 
with everything but the sonl of youth. 
Such a bufldings with Its cumulative and 
dark personality, has probably played a 
larger part than we have imagined in the 
strain upon our rulers. 


In view of the crughing burdens and the 


depressing environment against which our 
Presidents must pit their strength, and in 
the light of the cold fact that figures show

State Realty Official Finds 
House Shortage Acute, — 


Fears Lowering of Standards 
of Living for Public. 


Rent Now Consumes too Large 
Per Cent of Income, 


Addressing a mecting eof the 
Apamment-house Owners’ Associa- 
tion tm the Union League Club Aud!- 
torlum last night .Fred Reed. 
president of the California Rea! 


Estate Aasociatiun, declared that the 
house shortage has become so acute 
that the average family must change 
its plan of living, and that a new 
type of domicile must be evolved to 
solve the problem. 

Mr. Reed made an anatysia of the 
present rental status, and concluded 
by saying: “There'll have to be 
a change to the character of living 
for the family whose head earns 
$200 a month or less. Buch families 
can no longer afford to live in frst- 
class five and six-room bungalows. 
The commond people are now re- 
quired to pay from one-third to one- 
half their tncome for rent. One-fifth 
of the income has always been the 
fair basis for rentals. 

“Looking these facts tn the face 
it takes no particular intelligence 
to see that we've got to build a new 
type of domicile. It should be a 
twenty-five fiat bullding occupying 
a $6000 lot. This will permit of a 
rental rate which will give the Iand- 
lord a fair return on an investment 
of $4000 per fat. He can allow 
$200 per flat for the value of the 
lot, and $3800 for the cost of three 
or four rooms. — 

MUST BUILD FAST HERB. 


“Unieas Los Angeles builds more 
houses and flats. and Keeps pace 
with the incoming tide of tourists 
most of @hom are coming to stay.

The startling devel- 
opment of the game has put addli- 
tion requirements on each individ- 
ual position, and this condition has ' 
reached a limit today undreamed of 
by the general rank and file, and 
only appreciated by the coaches and 
experts throughout the country. 
Perhaps it is only fair te give some 
idea of this, so that the average lay- 
man may understand what it means 
to be an All-American man today. 
“Taking an individual man tn po- 
sition as an example of this, there is 
no better fllustration than Btanley 
Keck, the Princeton tackle. Here 
was a tackle who, in his frst two 
big games, showed the fcllowing 
qualifications. In the first place, he 
had the usual earmarks of a strong 
player in the postion, namely, ability 
to handle himself well, to break’ 
through, to tackle, to lead @ line 
buck or a play that went between 
the tackle and guard, to ald an end, 
and sometimes to beat him in getting 
down the filed under kicka. 
“Then, in addition, Keck hurried 
the forward passer as well as the 
Kicker; he was a long-distance 
placement kicker, a goal kicker of 
accuracy, and finally, with one or 
two comparatively light men in his 
back field, he helped bear their bur- 
dens in a measure where they were 
forced to come up against weight and | 
power. One edded element was 
that of shiftiness, his ability to move 
on defense from one side of the line 
to the other according as unbalanced 
lines required greater power to meet 
the charge. He met the Harvard 
charges, he shifted to meet forma- 
tion plays, he broke through and hur- 
ried the passer and the kicker, and 
finally brought about a touchdown | 
by blocking the Harvard punt. In 
the Yale game he did al! these things, 
with the exception of blocking of a 
punt, and in addition scored one} 
field goal from placement, hit the| 
crossbar with another, and acted as 
interferer for Lourie’s run for a) 
touchdown around the end. 
“This is a typical illustration of 
thé possibilites of a single postion 
under the modern game. 

HARD STRUGGLE, 
“From this it is easy to see that 
few indeed of the positions on the 
All-American team this year were 
made without a struggle. But in 
spite of the fact that competition 
for almost every position was keen 
up to the end of the season, it has 
been possible to reach a final and 
conclusive decision. 

“Carney and Fincher receive 
end positions for the proper balance 
of the team. Carney’s play all sea- 
son has been practically errorless and 
has been a great asset to his team. 
He fs fast, strong and we)! built, a 
superb handler of the forward pass 
and a star end down the field He is 
hard to circle, fights interference 
well, and lets no one outside him. 

“The end goes to Fincher, whose 
original position and whose school- 
ing has been that of an cnd, al- 
though he is being used at tackle by 
Georgia Tech this year. He has 
always been one of the fastest of 
rangy ends, and this year we need 
him especially for his power, long 
reach and general build, which is of 
the kind that occuples a great deal 
of space from one finegr tip te the 
other, and who can be used, tot only 
on the defense, but with great power 
on the attack, as he is quite big 
enough to handle a tackle. Hits 
reach is also an aseet in forward 
passess, ag Well as in breaking them 


up. 
TACKLE POSITION. 

“Ae to the tackle postition, the 
auelificationg have already been 
specifically stated. Scott of Wisacon- 
sin gets the other tackle on account 
of his great activity, coupled with 
his strength and power. Ili is sel- 
dom that a man of his physique is 
ne quick on his feet, a quality which 
aldse hime much on defense, while

He 
drop-kicked on his freshman team 
sixty-two yards, When a man who 
has been taken off with a badly in- 
jured shoulder can go in on a pinch 
and carry the ball over the goal line 
to get his team an absolutely neces- 
sary touchdown, something of the 
man's power can well be understood. 

“Way, of Penn State gets the next 
place, not only for speed, elusiveness, 
and quick sizing-up of opportunity, 
but also because he could always be 
relied upon when held on the side 
lines to go in at any time when things 
were menacing to his teagn and make 
the necessary gains against any op- 
position. A most elusive back, far 
more than any of the others, he still 
has plenty of power for straight-line 
plunging and off-tackle plays, Stinch- 
comb of Ohio State, who completes 
the trio, is the fastest man down un- 
der a forward pase on the gridiron to- 
day. His speed, together with the 
passing of Workman, pulled his team 
out of a hole in the Wiscon game 

‘he last minute of play, and he has 
repeated this on other occasions. 
StincheOmb been an ordinary man, 
although fairly fast. he would not 
have been able to get away with 
these plays, for the defense was pre- 
pared for them, saw them coming. 
and yet was deceived in both cases 
on account of this peculiar buret of 
speed which Stinchcombd is able to 
put on.

have him. We reserve Scheerer of 
Princeton and Templeton of Stan- 
ford as long-distance punters for 
emergencies. 

ALL-AROUND CLASS. 

“We thus put In that remarkable 
little general's hands, Lourie, all the 
weapons of an attack that we can 
possibly give him by the use of Way. 
We put in 
front of him a line of supreme power. 
a line on which we can count up three 
remarkable men for getting down 
the field under ai kick—Fincher. 
Carney and Keck-——men in Keck and 
Scott who are liable to hurry any 
punter, and very likely block a kick: 
men in Callahan and Keck who can 
alternate in roving defense; a tackle 
in Scott who can not only smash the 
interference, but who is quick enough 
to seize the runner: and in Stein, 
a steady passeér who feeds the ball 
well to his backs at all times. 

“The stiffness of this line on de- 
fense—-its speed to hurry forward 
passers, and ite power to open holes 
and drive the opposition back on of- 
fense—is exceptionally high clagsa, 
and opposing tackles who were men- 
aced by Fincher and Carney at the 
time they were trying to get through 
at the runner would find their hands 
full. As a matter of fact. with this 
line there would be ve little tack- 
ling left for the scenodary defense, 
and in that way it would be kept 
fresh at al) timés. 


“With Lourle and Gipp throwing!
